llic old home of Andrew Jackson, says : •' II 
was a law of Tennessee, in earlv days, lhat a 
man could be divorced from his" wife einlv by 
two successive aofs of Legislature, and it'toeik 
two sessions of the body to accomplish the fe.it. 
Application for elivoree was made peisonally be- 
fore Ihu Legislature, and it was decidcel by a 
veite whether the cause should be heard or not 
at Ihe next session. If the decision was favor- 
able, the case was investigated by a committee, 
who reported at tlie next session favorably or 
otherwise, according to the evidence, and tlie 
decree of divorce was granted or refused as the 
cose might be. Mrs. Jackson's first husband 
was a miserable scamp named Robards. She 
left him and induced him lo apply to the Legis- 
lature for a diveirce. lie did so, and she, sup- 
posing the decree granted, after a year or more 
married Amiiow Jackson. After a while it was 
discovered Ihal Robards had nol laken 'he case 
to the Legislature for its second hearing, and a 
elecree had not been granted, although Jackson 
had been living with Mis, Robards for two years 
as Ids wife, lint a dhoree was finally obtained, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Jackson remarried according 
lo law. 
This innocent transgression of the 


laws of society and the State was the skeleton 
in the closet at. the Hermitage. This led to the 
death of Dickinsem, and was the cause of neatly 
all of the seventeen duels in which Jackson was 
engaged. lie would allow no man to reproach 
his wife for unchostity ; and she, it seems, was 
quite as sensitive.

JlulMin call attention to the falling off of Xew 
Ungland's trade in brooms. Pram 1840 101805, 
Massachusetts was almost the only Slate en- 
gaged in raising broom-corn and manufactur- 
ing brooms. Along both sides of tlie Connecti- 
cut were fanneis who cultivated this article, 
sometimes lu the exclusion of every other pro- 
duct, while the manufacture was carried on 
mostly in ILullcy and a few other towns in 
Hampshire County. Boston was the great dis- 
Iribuling point for the manufactured goods, 
and, l>csides supplying the whole United States, 
a thriving ex|x>rl business was built up by her 
merchants. 
In 
ISUO, 500,000 brooms were 


shipped from Massachusetts to New- Orleans, 
Charleston, Savannah and other Southern 
cities. Tlie war put an end to the business. 
At present there is probably not an acre of 
broom-corn sown in Newlingland, the farmers 
who were formerly in the business having 
uuslly taken to raising tobacco. The great 
broom-corn raising State is now Illinois, Xow 
York and Ohio coming next. Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati are the centres of the business, while, 
New York is the great depot for manufactured 
goods.
